Dear Editor: 

PREDICTION: MA-IE DAY 
“has had it’... UNLESS ...— 

1. The Student Council revises 
the program (if they have one) 
used to regulate the building and 
judging of floats, and then en- 
forces the program. 

2, The Student Council can-name 
two good reasons why campus or- 
ganizations should spend hundreds 
of dollars and even more hours to 
build floats under existing condi. 
tions. 

FACT: The latter of these two 
points would be impossible to car- 
ry out, under the present condi- 
tions, due to the poor organization 
and small amount of applied 
thought which has been used by 
the Council concerning Ma-ie Day 
activities. 

FACT: The first also draws a 
blank, beeause the @ouncil proved 
rather conclusively May 6, that it 
couldn't enforee the law, even if it 
tried which it didn’t. 

SUGGESTION: That the rues 
of float building state that the 
floats shall be judged before, dur- 
ing and after the parade on all 
points, regardless of weather con- 
ditions unless all floats can be 
judged on some equal basis to the 
satisfaction of the organizations 
concerned, : 

SUGGESTION: That no awards 
be presented in the case that all 
floats could not be judged under 
equal conditions, 

SUGGESTION: That all rules, 
or alternate plans, pending or oth- 
erwise, should be made known to 
all. the floatbuilders before build- 
in gbesins and that al’ rules be en-7 
forced to tehir fullest extent, 

POSSIBILITY: If enough con- 
structive changes are made ‘in 
Ma-ie Day policy, those organiza- 
tions which would otherWise ab- 
stain from building floats in the 
future may reconsider their posi- 
tion and help make Ma-ie Day the 
holiday it should be.
